NEW YoftK, Dec. 15.—The Allen Me- 


morial church, in Rivington street, was 
crowded yesterday afternoon by an au- 
diance composed chiefly of Hebrews, 
\vho eame to attend the meeting- for 
protest against Uector Herman Ahl- 
wardt. The speakers were Kev. Hor- 
ace Byrnes of the 
Allen Memorial 


church; Rev. Dr. Frank W. North, sec- 
retary of the New York city Church 
Extention and Mission society of the 
Methodist 
Episcopal church; 
Dr. 


George W. Van Alstine, presiding elder 
of the Brooklyn North Conference of 
the Methodist church, and Rev. A. C. 
Gabelein, of the Hope of Isreal mission. 
No address was made in Hebrew, or by 
one of that faith, all the speakers be- 
ing Christians. 


Dr. Gabelein opened the meeting. 


He said that those who were present 
had coine to this country at the invita- 
tion of its government. "We are all 
American citizens, and Herr Ahlwardt 
has no more right to come here and 
persecute us than he has the native- 
born American of Puritan ancestry. 
We have the same rights here as any 
other citizen and the Americans will 
not permit us to be assailed by this 
man. They will not only refuse to 
hear him, but you will see other cities, 
now that they know what he will say, 
will refuse to permit him to come 
there to revile us." 


Dr. North read a letter from Dr. 


Charles Parkhurst, in which he said, 
among other things: "It is a mat- 
ter of the deepest regret that I am 
unable to attend the meeting, but I 
shall take the privilege of so far con- 
tributing to the occasion as to address 
you in written form.* I have no sym- 
pathy with "Jew-baiting."and it is my 
hope that the cold reception accorded 
to Dr. Ahlwardt at Cooper Union 
last evening may have the 
effect 


to repress and discourage his impu- 
dent blatancy. He has come to the 
wrong country for that kind of propa- 
gandism. It is part of the American 
idea to give every man and every 
nation a fair chance. While I differ in 
my religious views from the Hebrews. 
I nevertheless can never forget it is 
them we owe the law, that has been 
the stronghold of all subsequent civil- 
ization, and it is to the Hebrew patri- 
archs and prophets we have to look 
as the source of divine revelations and 
upon which all latter revelations have 
to rest." 
The other Beakers made short ad- 


dresses, in much the same strain as 
that of Dr. Gabelein and, like the let- 
ter of Dr. Parkhurst, evoked much ap- 
plause. 


A resolution offered by Dr. North, 


and adopted by unanimous vote, set- 
ting forth the sense of the meeting, 
was as follows: 


Jtesalmcl, THat as citizens, of New Yorli, the 


metiopo'.ts or a free country, we profoundly re- 
gret every manifestation of leltRious bigotry 
and class antagonism 
We bold that with such 


limitations as are required for the protection 
of the comrmli pe.ice and morality, speech 
should be free, a»4 that lawless- attempts to 
prevent any man, oe he < iU/cn or visitor, fiom 
the utterance of his convictions, should receive 
no sympathy We desire however, to express 
our opposition to the effort to transplant to 
this land the heeds of class hatred, which 
lias found sc^ntv soil In which to grow 
in the land across the sea The attempt to 
excite animosity against a class of peaceable 
citizens should be promptly met by those who 
have at heart the peace of the republic and 
should accept for thoir i?uiilance the golden 
rule, alike to the Jew and ijenule- "Do unto 
others as you would that they should do unto 
you" We wish Hector Ahlwarat a safe and 
speedy return to his native country America 
does not welcome him. He lepresents neither 
the true principles of the Christian faith, nor 
the best sentiments of Germanv. and his spirit 
belongs to the dark ages rather than to the 
clear day of civilization 
We. who are He- 


brews, scorn his attempted persecutions, we, 
who are Ohiistlans. deny him our sympathy, 
and declare against him as false to the spirit 
of the founder of our faith

AT THE CHURCHES. 


Sermon by Bev. E. B. Handle, of 


Springfield—Bev. B. G. Hobbs 


to the Sons of Veterans. 


FIRST H. E. CHURCH. 


Rev. E. B. Handle, pastor of the First 


M. E. church, Springfield, preached 
morning and evening to large congre- 
gations at the First M. E. church. His 
sermons were both strong and able and 
were highly appreciated by the congre- 
gation. In the morning his text was 
Malachi 3:17: '-And they shall be mine, 
saith the Lord of Hosts, in that day 
when I make up my jewels." He said: 


These words were addressed to the 


Hebrews by the prophet in the days 
when the Israelites were in a state of 
spiritual declension due to avaricious- 
nnb8. Under tba law defective animate 
were not acceptable to God as offerings, 
but in the days of Malachi the offering 
of defective bread and animals had be- 
come common. But there were those 
among these people who remained true 
to the covenant. God always has had 
those in the church m times of spiritual 
declension who remained true to him, 
and these are to be his in that day when 
He makes up his jewels. God calls his 
peoi le jewels because they have cost so 
much. Jewels are so rare and valuable 
that only the rich can purchase them. 
The great gem known as the Koh-i noor 
is valued at $100,000 while there are 
others 
that were even more valu- 


able. Many 
do 
not 
realize 
how 


valuable God's jewels are, they do 
not realize the value of a human soul. 
Men and women have Bold these jewels 
which God values so highly as if they 
were only clay. Christians are called 
jewels because they are divinely made. 
There are some who have much1 to say 
about the laws of nature. They believe 
the universe b mere complicated ma- 
chine that runs itself. This in a sense 
is true after the creation. Jewels are 
made by the operations Of natural law. 
Christians are made by the operation of 
spiritual law. Man cannot make him- 
•self a Christian. Christians are called 
jewels because they have no ray of light 
in themselves and only reflect that spir- 
itual light given by God. There are 
thoiw who say they have no need of 
reli ijn: that they do no wrong and 
do that which is right. But these very 
men owe all they are to the religion of 
Jesus Christ arid Christian influence in 
the world. The apple when separated 
from the tree might as well say it owed 
nothing to the tree. 
Man is nothing 


without God's help. 
Christians are 


called jewels, because they are formed 
of crude and cheap material. 
The 


diamond is made of the same material 
contained in a black lump of coal. God 
makes his jewels of sinners. 
A lady 


droppBd her jewelled ring in a muddy 
pool. She gave a man $5 to make a 
diligent search for it, bnt did not find it. 
She relied up her laced sleeves and put 
her hands in the filthy water and at last 
found it. 
God saw man in a deplorable 


state and he came and took on tbe hu 
man form and suffered death to save 
mao and now it don't matter how bad a 
man may be by nature God 
2Ufi make 


him respectable and resplendent with 
spirituality. Annaniaa had no faith in 
Saul's honesty of purpose and argued 
the case with God when commanded to 
meet Saul. Annanias saw no value in 
him but God did. At a camp-meeting 
no one offered himself for salvation un- 
til the meeting was about to close when 
a barefoot ragged boy came to the altar. 
Few thought him worthy of salvation, 
but God converted him and he became 
an instrument in God'e hands 
and 


brought thousands to Christ. 
He be-' 


came one of the greatest, preachers 
the world ever knew. In that case God 
made a jewel out of what men regarded 
as very inferior material. Diamonds art- 
taken m the rough and polished. The 
church is God's workshop, and the 
brightest diamonds he makes there are 
those upon which the tools aro oftenest 
applied. Whom he loveth he uhasten- 
eth. You would, i| you had your way, 
make the woild so everybody would 
have an easy time of it. You would 
have it so you would not have to work 
and worry. In some tropical countries 
fruit grows spontaneously, the people 
need few clothes, it requires no effoit 
to live, and yet these same people hdve 
not enough energy to organize a govern- 
ment and no great man is ever produced 
among ouch people. For great men and 
great enterprises and great accomplish- 
ments you must go to the north where it 
requires energy to surmount great ob- 
stacles, where man must labor and toil 
and study to succeed. When Method- 
ism was unpopular and subject to per- 
secution every 
Methodist 
knew all 


about its rules, and the religion it 
taught. Now since it has become pop- 
ular and the religion it teaches is ac- 
cepted by the other churches not one 
Methodist in ten knows anything about 
the laws and 
rules of the church. 


Jewels are made bright through adver- 
sity and attrition. May every one of 
you be found fit to be numbered among 
God's jewels when he comes to make 
them up.

When we speak of those who were 
greatest in war we speak of Grant, Sher- 
man and Sheridan, bnt this man was 
the one who ridiculed the idea of calling 
for 75,000 men to put down the rebellion. 
He aaj* further ahead than any of them. 
Tnongh he was regarded as crazy for 
these things, he knew the temper of the 
south. He knew their prowess, and he 
knew the conflict would be long and 
cruel. By and by he was relieved of his 
command and apparently the people 
drew a breath of relief. 
But after 


awhile he was recalled when it was 
found that he foresaw what no other 
conjectured. It seems to me he was the 
most skilled of them all. He was in 
more dangerous and intricate positions 
than anyone. He relieved Burnside at 
Knoxville, by strategy took Atlanta and 
marched to the sea. Sherman was a 
great soldier. Sherman was a treat 
man, 
wnich explains it alt. He was 


always close to his men. Ifcrequired no 
red tape for a soldier to get into his 
tent He was a truly great character 
and it required no pretense to make him 
measure up. He was not only great but 
he WAS tender-hearted. Amid tbe pines 
on a battlefield was an humble cabin. 
During the battle in that humble home 
was born a child. Sherman was ap- 
prised of the incident, he came and min- 
istered to the mother and called a chap- 
lain and had the little one, born amid 
the thunders of war, baptized. 
He 


loved the flag. The flag has no intrinsic 
value but when it floats in the United 
States it means everything. It repre- 
sents the patriotism and the power of a 
great, nation. Once when I was going 
up the Rhine I saw ruined castles 
and many things 
of 
interest. All 


at 
once 
from 
the 
window 
of 


a castle, not in ruins, the stars and 
stripes broke into view. It seemed to 
me the grandest thing I ever saw. 
It 


made me think of my home and my 
country. The finest lesson a man can 
learn under the Stars is self-govern- 
ment. A man is weak who cannot 'gov- 
ern himself. This country has taught 
the lesson that a people are capable of 
self-government. When the war broke 
out Europe thought our ship of state 
was weak and would go down. They did 
not consider tbe patriotism of the sons 
born of loyal American mothers. 
They 


saved the Union and made it stronger 
than ever, and taught the old world that 
self-governmert is not a failure. 
Patri- 


otism is a virtue that needs opportunity 
to display it. 
When the war came 


there was opportupity and the patriotic 
young men of that day bared their 
breasts to the storm of missiles and 
hatred. 
Many went down to death, 


others were maimed for life. The op- 
portunity for the exercise of patriotism 
was accepted and patriotism was en- 
throned everywhere. 
We ought 
to 


stand on the battlefield of to-day as 
bravely as the fathers stood at Gettys- 
burg. In the conflict of to-day the 
question is, can there be found young 
men as unselfish as their fathers were 
when they gave up all, even life itself. 
The thing for you and me to do to day 
is to put country above party, abjve 
everything. 
In

days of 
the 


war 
patriots 
put 
party 
aside 


and 
went 
upon 
the 
common 


plain of loyalty to defend the country. 
We should, in the civil conflict of the 
present, lay aside party whenever >t is 
necessary to do so in order to fill the 
requirements of patriotism.

DEATHS FOLLOW FUNERALS. 


Befora In Burial Custom* J*'Urged by 


an Cndertaker. 


One of the leading undertakers of this 


city, says a Buffalo News man, told me 
recently that within the next 15 years 
the burial customs of the country wili 
be entirely changed. 
He said that 


among other reforms the custom of fol- 
lowing the remains to the cemetery 
would be done away with. He said the 
undertakers had been-trying in a silent 
way for years to bring about certain 
funeral reforms and that before long 
the matter would be publicly discussed 
and the reforms put into practice so 
far as was within the power of the un- 
dertakers. -"• 


He says ithat statistics show that a 


very large number of deaths result each 
year from the custom of following the 
remains to the cemetery. Invalids and 
persons weak and broken by grief are 
taken out in all kin'ds of weather to go 
to the grave, and then the exposure in 
the bleak cemetery while the services 
are being held at the grave frequently 
causes the mourners illness. There are 
many* other matters which my friend 
did not care "to talk about in connection 
with 'funeral customs that will be 
changed.

especially lor the purpose.

Curious Gunpowder Accident. 
Roy Davis, son of J. T. Davis, Imng a 


few miles southeast of Homer, was the 
victim of a peculiar explosion a few days 
ago. Roy had been out hunting in the 
forenoon. In the afternoon about 2 
o'clock he was cleaning up tbe rifle_ and 
putting things away. Ho picked up the 
powder horn, which contained fully 
three-fourths of a pound of a fine rifle 
powder, and holding it in his right hand 
pushed the cork, which was made of 
hard oak wood, in to prevent the escape 
of the fine powder.

The hand in 
which he held' the flask was seriously 
burned. The only reason given for the 
explosion, there being no fire about the 
room, was that it was caused by friction. 
Grains of powder were perhaps tbe horn 
acd cork, and when he twisted Ihe cork 
produced tbe exploson. 


Bushels of Mail Hidden. 


New York Times. A postoffice scan- 


dal has been revealed at Fall River, 
Mass., by the discovery of 
twelve 


busnela of mail matter in the loft of the 
armory and central fire station, which 
are in close proximity to the postoffice 
building. The discovery was made by 
City Engineer Gerry, who reported the 
matter to Postmaster Sullivan. On in- 
vestigation it was found that nooks and 
crannies of the place were stuffed with 
mail matter sent from Baltimore, De- 
troit, Philadelphia, Glasgow, Montreal 
Manchester and Paris. At first it was 
thought that some lazy letter carrier 
had thrown away the patent-medicine 
circulars that burden the mails at all 
times, but on a closer investgiation it 
was seen that sealed letters and some 
of the best-known publications of the 
country were strewn about with the 
most reckless carelessness. Lawaon was 
arrested last night^and confesred. He 
He said he did not have time to deliver 
the mail in the eight hours allotted by 
the government officials. 


Tne Chicago Cycle Show.

It will be held 
at Tattersall's from January 4 to 11 and 
will be under the management and c^n- 
trol of the National Cjcle Exhibition 
company, and the magnitude of the en- 
terprise will be understood when it is 
stated that the amount expended for 
decoration and placing in position tbe 
various exhibits will reach 810,000 and 
the value of the bicycles, machinery, 
sundries, etc., will be o\er $1,000,000. 
The floor space is in excess of that of the 
famous Madison Square Garden and it 
is expected that the show as a whole 
will far eclipse the one held there last 
winter. The management has secured 
Brooks' Second Regiment band and sev- 
eral soloists will be brought from the 
east. Each afternoon and evening a 
fine program will be rendered. Tea 
doors will open each morning at an 
early hour for the manufacturers and 
agents, and at 1 o'clock each afternoon 
the public will be admitted, except on 
the first day, when the opening hour 
will be at-3 p. m.

INDIAN TERRITORY 


Be Opened, Tip for Homes for 


Wiiite Settlers. 


HHDEED-BEE PASTURES MOST 60 


Give Place to Schools, Churches 


and Laws -Why the Indian? are 


Opposed to Partition of 


the Territory. 


WASIMNGTOX. Dec. 15. — DetectiTC 


Flynn, -of Oklahoma when asked if he 
knew of any movement among the In- 
dians to prevent the opening of the 
Indian territory, replied that he nn- 
•derstood that all live of the civilized 
•tribes would have representatives here 
this winter to oppose such a measure. 


Conditions in the territory, Mr. 


Flynn said, mast be changed. There 
•were now 300.0OO whites and about 
fifty thousand Indians in the territory, 
and they are without schools, churches, 
or laws. Three-fourths of the terri- 
tory is controlled by about one hun- 
dred men who claim to be Indians. 
These men range from one-sixteenth 
to om-sixty-fuiirth Indian. Some of 
them have as much as KM) miles of land 
fenced in as pasture. 
The men who 


control these large tracts sublease to 
the whites, and it is not uncommon to 
find one of these so-called,. Indians 
•with 300 white tenants. This is the 
das* w hich objects to opening the ter- 
ritory and insists that treaty obliga- 
tions shall be observed. 


Citing a case. Mr. Klynn said that 


the Seminoles. having u population of 
•bout eighteen thousand, received from 
the I'nited States about seventy-five 
thousand 
dollars annually. 
'This 


money is paid to Jackson Brown, treas- 
urer of the nation. 
Brown does not 


pay the money received to the Indians, 
Irat disburses a currenej^ of his own, 
regarded as superior to the currency of 
the I'nited States. This consists of or- 
ders for ^ixnls on Brown's store. 
As 


he runs the only stores in the nation 
sod will not allow others to be estab- 
lished, you see how the thing works. 
In this way the territory is monopo- 
lized by a few who are fast becoming 
millionaires. 
They run thingsand you 


can easily see why they want no 
Changs. 


Referring to another case, he said 


that in the Choctaw nation, in order to 
get rid of the whites, a few of those in- 
fluentiul men had the council pass an 
ordinance making it treason, punisha- 
ble by death, to employ a white man; 
also, treason to advocate the allotment 
of lands. 


If the Choctaw nation were divided, 


they would get about eight hundred 
acres per capita. Recently 1 met a 
New Yo/k man who had married a 
Choctaw girl, and now has five'chil- 
dren. He was opposed to the allot- 
ment of land. When I asked him why, 
he replied that if lands were allotted 
he would receive but 66,000 acres, while 
at present • he controled about fifty 
miles of valuable coal 
land. 
He 


wanted protection on this. This is the 
•way it goes. 


The Indian territory, Mr. Flynn said, 


was as thickly settled as any of the far 
western sta te& Good farms abounded, 
and there are many towns of from 5,000 
Ho G.OOO inhabitants. Railroads in the 
territory charge five cents per mile, 
while the same roads outside charge 
tnt three cents per mile. 


Last year the Dawes commission 


made an effort to treat with the In- 
dians for the allotment of lands, but 
•were unsuccessful. The committee did 
Slot reach the Indians. It was met by 
the "favored few" and ignored. This 


- class controls the courts and councils, 


practically owns everything and. of 
course, wants to be let alone. The 
aoo.tXX) whites want a change which 
^till give them laws and protection, 
and they must have it. 


Sir. Klynn has introduced and will 


endeavor to have passed a bill which 
he thinks will do justice to all. 
It 


makes 
allotment 
compulsory 
and 


gives to each lawful inhabitant of the 
territory 160 acres of land; requires 
the government to purchase the sur- 
plus lands and makes all Indians citi- 
zens of the United States and amen- 
able to the federal laws and not to the 
laws of the tribes. This, Mr. Flynn 
thinks, will do justice to the poor 
"blanket Indians'' who cannot speak 
English and who live in the hills and 
have no voice in the affairs of the ter- 
ritory.

THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. • 


The Financial QnMtkm Idkely to be Spnuag 


im the Senate—AmiotiacemeDt of Com* 


mlttees Expected la the Home. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The third 


week of the senate will open with that 
.body no better equipped for the trans- 
action of business than on the day con- 
gress first assembled, although it is 
more than probable that before the 
week is over the caucus committees will 
have agreed and the senate committees 
will have passed into the hands of the 
republicans. 
If the suggestions of' 


some of the younger senators are fol- 
lowed, it is not impossible that this 
week may find the senate testing the 
strength of the two parties over the 
subject of the reorganization of the 
elective officers. 


To-day Mr. Stewart will make his 


first silver speech of this session. 
Thursday ho introduced a resolution to 
direct the finance committee to inquire 
what effect the difference of 'exchange 
between gold standard and silver 
standard countries has upon the agri- 
cultural and manufacturing industries 
of the United States and report by bill 
or otherwise. This resolution will be 
the text of Mr. Stewart's first speech. 


Senator Hill takes issue with Sen- 


ator Cullom on his conclusions relative 
to the Monroe doctrine.and may address 
the senate on the resolution now on 
the table early in the week, possibly 
to-day. Senator White, of California, 
who last week offered an amendment 
that all debate shall be relevant and 
confined to the subject directly before 
the senate, will speak to the resolution 
to-morrow. It is one of the many prop- 
ositions now pending to change the 
rules of the senate with a view to lim- 
iting debates. 


The receipt of Secretary Carlisle's 


report to-day will be the signal for the 
floodgates of financial debate to open. 
Several Senators, among th'em Mr. 
Sherman, are preparing to discuss the 
monetary portion of the president's 
.message, • but have kept silence pend- 
ing the report of the secretary of the 
"treasury, which is supplemental to the 
recommendations of 
the president. 


Mr. Sherman will hardly be prepared 
to speak this week, but it would not 
caus*i surprise if a discussion were 
precipitated at any time. 


The only thing that is expected in 


the house this week is the announce- 
ment of the committees by Speaker 
Ueed. and when that is made adjourn- 
ment for the holidays is anticipated. 
It may be that the committee on rules 
and elections will be announced to-day. 


The house, at present, is operating 


under the rules of the fifty-first con- 
gress, and if the proposition to make 
two or three committees on elections, 
which has been under consideration, 
is to be carried out, a chiingo in the 
rules to that effect must first be made. 


One change in the rules that is 


looked for, in view of Speaker Heed's 
expressions of opinion thereon, is the 
reduction of the number constituting 
a quorum of the coirimittee of the 
whole house with a majority of the 
full membership of the house. What 
figure will be fixed upon cannot be 
stated, but it is believed that it will 
not exceed 100, and may be considera- 
bly less. Speaker Keed is satisfied that 
such a change will materially aid in 
the dispatch of business and be a 
means of inducing a more general at- 
tendance upon the sessions of the 
house. 


THE 
WAR IN CD BA, 


Several Engagement)* Fought—Complaints 


Against an English Consul. 


SANTIAGO UK CUBA, Dec. 4, via Key 


West, Fla., Dec. 10.—On November 28 
the Spanish colonel, Tjeda, with his 
guerrilla band.hadan engagement ^^^ith 
the rebel colonel, Sancho Sanchez, and 
his regiment at Moncada in SaTita 
Marie de Agneroi The Spaniards hud 
three killed and ten wounded, and the 
insurgents one killed and six wounded. 
The guerrillas afterward took three in- 
offensive peasants to Sonjro as prison- 
ers of war, who were summarily court- 
martialed and shot. This is one of the 
many crimes frequently committed 
here by the Spanish guerrillas. 


On the 30th of November the Span- 


ish lieutenant-colonel, Cotrin, and his 
column had an encounter with the 
rebel commander, Abad Ueyes, and his 
force of 100 men near the bridge at 
Majagua. 1.1 miles from Palma Sorian. 
The insurgents killed one officer and 
four soldiers and wounded 42 soldiers. 


It is said here to-day in military cir- 


cles that the rebel Gen. Rabi, with the 
bulk of the army, has had a bloody en- 
gagement with a strong Spanish col- 
umn in Los Negros, near JJaire. The 
Spanish troops were coming from Ba- 
yamo. 


It is also said that Rabi has caused 


the Spaniardo great loss through using 
dynamite bombs. No further details 
hare been received. 


The English subjects of this city and 


district complain bitterly that their 
consul, Mr. Ramsden, does not seem to 
take any interest in their affairs. A 
Mr. Gaury, chief of the Qnantanamo 
railroad 
foundry is, and has been 


locked up in the More .castle for more 
than a month, and the consul, it is al- 
leged, has done nothing in his behalf, 
notwithstanding that he knows that 
the authorities have not even taken 
the preliminary steps in his case, as 
they ought to have done long ago.

Bare Species of the Furthered Tribe Pound 


la South America. 


The rarest species of bird now extant, 


and one wlucli is almost extinct, luxs its 
home in the jungles of South America. 
This ornithological curiosity, stfys the 
St. Louis Republic, is known to science 
as the palamedra cornuda, and to com- 
mon people as the "horned bcroamer." 
As a rara avis nothing could excel the 
cornuda unless it would be the ocei- 


ental discovery of a/ living moo, or an 
pinoris. But few of the bird books 
^en let yon know that such a horned 
paradox ever existed, let nlone telling 
ou that living specimens of the queer 
i eature are still occasionally met with, 
.'he only one now living in cnpti\ity in 
lorth America, if the writer has not 
been misinformed, is that belonging 
o the a^ inry of the Philadelphia zoolog- 
cal gardens, and which arrived in this 
ountry about three years ago. 
The 


reatureisaboutthe size of a full-grown 
urkey hen, and of a blackish brown 
olor. One of its disinguishing pecul- 
aritieS is a, ruffle of black and white 
which surround the head. The hornj 
appendage which caused the early South 
American explorers to write so many 
chapters on the "wonderful rhmoo 
•rous bird of the jungle," is about four 
nches in length, and grows straight 
up out of the heaviest and broadest por- 
ion. of the head. But the above is not 
he only natural offensive and deft-n- 
ave weapon with which the horned 
screamer has been provided. On eac-h 
wing1, at the "elbow" joint, he has u 
Jiree-inch spur, and just back of that 
another an inch in length. He is said 
;o be a match for any ten game cocks.

FOR LEFT-HANDED MUSICIANS. 


'i»7B in Wlilob Mo«ical In«tramrnt> Are 


Adapted for Their Us*. 


Violins are adapted for the use of 


eft-bunded players by reversing the 
order of the strings and the location ot 
be brass b,ir and sounding post. Some 
eft-bunded violinists, however, play 
upon instrument* with the strings ar 
ranged in the usyal manner. 


There are no left-handed pianos. Gui- 


tars are mode left-handed simply by re- 
versing the strings. With the banjo it 
is necessary also to change the form of 
lie neck on account of the short string. 
Left-handed flutes are made, the loca- 
tion of the keyholes and keys being 
changed to the opposite side of the flute 
There are made left-handed tornets, 
and occasionally a larger brass instru- 
ment.' which are so constructed as to 
bring the pistons as convenient to the 
player as they are to the right-handed 
ilayer in the instrument as ordinarily 
made.

The Fire Department and Water 


Supply. 


The city council meets again to-night 


and it is fair to assume that the-fire de- 
partment and its needs and tho water 
supply will be again up. 
At the last 


meeting of the council the report of the 
finance 'committee in relation to the 
necessity for better fire protection and 
the expenditure of a great many thous- 
ands of dollars was adopted BO far ae 
the appointment of a committee to 
make full 'investigation of the whole 
matter (6 concerned. This special com- 
mittee will make a report to-night, if 
runior is to be relied upon. The report, 
it is said, will not be very radical; that 
i»to say, it may not be as far reaching 
and will not contemplate the large ex 
penditure suggested ia the report of the 
finance committee. After looking the 
matter over several things have sug- 
gested themselves which are important 
chief among which may be mentioned 
that though we have the Holly system 
it has never been put in operation in 
one very important respect. That sys 
tern provides for the arrangement ol 
water mains so that when a tire is under 
way in a given district the water can be 
shut off by a system of valves as to 
other parts of the city, and the entire 
force applied where it is needed to righl 
the fire. Such an arrangement woulc 
make it possible to throw water 'with 
the present power as high as it .will be 
needed in the* city. Why this feature 
which is the main one iu the Holly sys 
tern, has not been applied in Decatur 
has so far, not been explained. With it 
and a steamer or twp and plenty of lad 
ders, the fire department would be .IB 
fully equipped as ;need be. This, oi 
course, does not dispose of the supply 
question at the water works. The pres 
nt reservoir holds only one day's sup 
ply of water and it will be but a short 
;ime until it will not hold a day's supply 
'or the city is growing rapidly. 
This 


calls to mind the fact ^hat it will be only 
a matter of time when perhaps the en 
;ire plant will have to be changed. This 
would mean that in the nature of things 
what is done at the water works n 
must necessarily be temporary. 
If this 


true it should be taken into accounl 


py the council, and whenever money is 
expended it should be in view of this 
temporajrj 
character 
of the presen1 


pumping station. 
The council it u 


understood is being more and more im 
pressed with this state of facts, and it is 
not likely they will attempt to appro 
priate money on the assumption that the 
present plant will be permanent.
